THE HANGING RECORD. 
Daring the year 19T9 there were one 
hundred and one men hanged on the gal 
lows —ninety for murder, seven tor out­ 
rage. aud four for burglary. The record 
was pretty large for the past year being 
five ta excess of 1973. AU those who suf­ 
fered death were men. One woman wa9 
sentenced to be banged, in Georgia, but 
Governor Colquitt commuted the sentence 
to imprisonment for life, and Mrs. Jennie 
Smith, of Jersey City, was sentenced to 
suffer death on the gallows on the 25th of 
July, but a new trial was granted which 
will 
probably 
save 
her. 
Of 
the 
101 
hanged, seven 
were executed 
for wife murder. The States in which the 
greatest number of executions took place 
are North Carolina and Texas, each hav­ 
ing had twelve. The next is Pennsylva­ 
nia, which had ten. It is worthy of note 
that sixty-four of the one hundred and one 
men executed were banged in the South, 
where there Is less Intelligence than in the 
North, and where people have much less 
regard for law and morals than any part 
of the country. Their loose way of living, 
their limited educational advantages, and 
their habit of carrying deadly weapons at 
almost all times, lead them into frequent 
difficulties, and make murder more com 
mon there than in the North. 
Although 
the South has but one-third the population 
of the North, a large majority of all the 
murders committed lo the United States, 
are committed in the South, but one-half 
of the persons hanged are negroes. 
This 
however, does not prove that the negroes 
are more likely to commit murder in the 
South than white men. As a general rule, 
when 
a 
negro 
commits 
a 
crime 
there, 
he 
is 
hanged, 
if 
it 
is possible, not only for murder, but for 
outrages, burglary, and the like, whereas 
scores of white men commit cold-blooded 
murders, but in a majority of cases thee* 
are called “unpleasant aud u a fortunate oc­ 
currences/’ and the murderers are allow, 
ed to go their way, carrying with them the 
sympathy of the communities in which 
they live. 
In addition to the one huadrcd and one 
Who suffered death by virtue of a decree 
of court, there were seventy-four who 
were hanged by self-appointed execution­ 
ers.

A WORD ABOUT MEXICO. 
The proposed visit of General Grant to 
Mexico has given those people who seek to 
find a political motive in everything done 
or to be done by that gentleman, an occa­ 
sion for the wildest speculation. The ob­ 
ject of im visit, they declare, is no It ss 
than the annexation of several of the uorib 
em Mexican Slates to our own Republic; 
sod the processes by which this national 
transplanting is to be done are discussed 
with owlish gravity, it is curious, how­ 
ever, that in all the methods advanced none 
have as an element the consent of the 
Mexicans. 
That a section of our country would be 
glad on any pretext to invade and conquer 
Mexico, demanding a n i getting as indem­ 
nity for war expenses a lew of its northern 
Elates, is only too trne. But the sober 
sense of tho people of the North, who have 
always had to pay for our luxuries in the 
nature of acquisition of territory, will not 
countenance 
any 
scheme 
of 
the 
kind. 
We 
have 
certain 
clements 
already 
which 
give 
us 
trouble 
enough 
without adding to our human 
noJge-podge a portion—taken as a whole 
—of the meanest, most cowardly, and de­ 
moralized of the so-called civilized nations. 
Indians, 
Chinese, 
Kuklux 
Keans, 
(he ignorant and depraved oi all nations, 
test oar national fabric quite enough, and 
it needs no farther “mixed number” in our 
governmental equation. 


There are facts, however, which ought 
lo be borne in mind. 
With her 9.000,000 
population, largely engaged in revolution 
aud counter revolution, there is still an in­ 
terior commerce of fully $500,000,000 a 
year, the bulk of 
which is carried over 
mountain paths on the backs of mules, 
l'hcre are lees than 400 miles of railway in 
me whole country. Within a few years the 
cultivation of coffee and sugar has been 
entered upon, and with most surprising 
results. In 1871 Mexico exported 700,000 
pounds of coffee ; in 1878 over o,C00.000 
pounds. T ne export of sugar in 1S78 
amounted to $700,000, against nothiug 
for the year before. The vanilla ex­ 
port of 
1878 was 
Bowly $500,009; 
this was an entirely new industry. 
The 
cultivation of these articles of commerce is 
of course in its infancy. She sends out rn 
addition, hides, goat and deer skins, log­ 
wood, fusile, mahogany, rose and cedar 
woods, hemp, cochineal, sarsaparilla, jalap 
and many articles of lesser note. 
Daring 
the past five years we imported from Mex* 
ico about five times as much as did Kog­ 
an J; but in the face of this our sales to 
Texico were about the same in the aggre­ 
gate as those of England. Our entire trade 
with her In 1878 was only $55,000,000. 
Do those figures teach us anything? lf 
they do, it is that while we ate seeking 
to extend our commerce to the confines of 
the earth, and lay tribute to our energy 
and skill the “uttermost land,” we have 
overlooked the real worth to our com­ 
merce of a nation lying on our border and 
which needs but the quickening impulse 
of Yankee progress to make it an excel­ 
lent market for the products of our work­ 
shops and our furnaces. We ought to be 
and are able to sell to Mexico what she 
needs of our prod UC.e cheaper than any 
other Nation on earth. She in turn ought 
I f be and is able to sell to os those of ber 
products which we aced, cheaper than we 
get them by craning seas and brlngiig 
them to our shores in foreign vessels. It 
Indeed the ocean carrying trade has gone 
from os never to return, then it is of yital

Turbulent Coal Mi ne rn Au W est V ir­ 
ginia -Tile M ilitia Called Out. 


W heeling, Jan 9 —Trouble has broken 
out ta the Kanawha coal regions and the 
militia hive been called out to suppress 
riotous demonstrations of the striking min­ 
ers. The trouble is at H aw ks Nest, on the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad in Fayette 
County. Some five weeks since the min 
els at Point Creek struck for an Increase 
ot wages. The miners at Coal Valley also 
struck at the same time, as well as the Fire 
Creek miners on New River. After holding 
out for a short time a number of the miners 
resumed work, and this act caused the 
trouble. A Register special states that 
yesterday some lour hundred miners, from 
Coal Valley and other points captured a 
railroad train, compelled the conductor to 
carry them to Hawk’s Nest, and on their 
arrival 
compelled 
the 
miners 
at 
work 
to 
cease 
operations. 
The Sheriff of Fayette county thereupon 
telegraphed Governor Matthews for mili­ 
tary asslataoce. TheJGovernor was absent 
at the time, as .was also the Lieutenant 
Governor, and Colonel VV. W. Miller took 
charge of the matter. Colonel Miller is 
reticent on the subject, and will give no 
lniormatioa ; bat sufficient has been devel 
oped 
to 
warrant the assertion that 
he 
has ordered 
the 
militia 
from 
Faiimont, Martinsburg and Charleston 
to the scene of action. Also that at pres­ 
ent tile State authorities are short of m u­ 
nitions of war, and application on the 
Federal Government has been made for 
supplies. The militia of this city, consist­ 
ing ol three companies, the Matthews 
Light Guards, Guff Guards, and Sheridan 
Rifles, are held in reserve, and are hourly 
expected.

M i l w a u k e e , Jan. 9 —Racine suffered a 
fiery visitation early this morning, which

About two o’clock the night-watch­ 
man in Mitchell, Lewis & Co.’s wagon 
factory, while walking one of his regular 
rounds of the buildings under his charge, 
was prostrated bv an explosion in a fan 
used lor carrying refuse shavings from the 
planer in one oi the wood working shops. 
The 
explosion

as 
sudden aud 
terrific as a heavy clap 
of 
thun­ 
der, and knocked the watchman senseless, 
Deside Inflicting bodily injury upon him. 
Everything south of Wasniogton avenue 
and Seventh street fella prey to the flames. 
The cause of the explosion which resulted 
in

conflagration 
has 
not 
been 
definitely 
determined. 
Taken all in all the fire Is the most serious 
that has ever occurred in Racine. 
The 
buildings burned were all ot wood aod 
highly inflammable. The losses reach an 
aggregate of $75,000. upon which the firm 
carried only 
$50,000 insuraace. 
Two 
hundred men and boys were thrown out of 
employment by the calamity. It is the 
intention of the firm to clear away the 
debris and rebuild at once.

AN UNFORTUNATE FAMILY. 


The M osers of the Low er D elaw are— 
R em iniscences 
of 
a 
T errible 
S to r m . 


New York Times. 
T nere are m any people yet living in the 
low er D elaw are valley w ho still rem em ber 
the ice storm s of th e night of Jan u a ry 0 
1828. 
It began aa a ram storm late in the 
Aliet noon. 
A violent gale of w ind arose 
soon alter ward accom panied by a rapid 
fall of the therm om eter, until the m urcury 
was 28 below zero. 
W hen the storm came 
up, Jacob 
M oser, lUnaldo 
Moser, bis 
brother, a young m an know n as ''S h allo w ’ 
C ortw nght, and a m an nam ed M iller, 
both relatives of Jaco') M oser, were p o l­ 
ing a iU tboit up the river. 
T he boat was 
loaded w ith barrels of w hisky. T he etorm 
was so severe that they w ere unable to 
m ake a landing, and they ran their boat on 
a small island near Bristol, Benn. 
T he 
island was barren. 
T he intense cold froze 
the rain ae it Jell, and form ed icicles and 
ice pellets of m any shapes. 
These w ere 
ca n te d along w ith such force bv the gale 
th at windows w ere broken in a* Bristol and 
oilier places, and pedestrians were forced 
to setk gaiety from th eir furious pelting^. 
To the lull fury of this terrible storm the 
four boatmen were exposed on the barren 
island. There was not a scrap of wood 
with which to build a fir*', and not the 
slightest object to afford 
shelter. 
The 
stranded crew ran up and down the island 
to keep warm. 
Although Jacob Moser 
was the oldest one of the party, aud was 
considered the hardiest boatman on tne 
Delaware, he was the first to show signs 
of succumbing, 
ills feet and hands were 
frozen before the men had been on the 
inland an hour. At that time one of the 
men suddenly thought that by rolling one 
of the barrels of whisky from the boat and 
knocking its head in they could set fire to 
the liquor nod save themselves. 
It was 
with great difficulty that they got a barrel 
out 
Its head waft kicked in, but there 
was not a match among the whole party. 
this hope destroyed, Jacob Moser’s cour­ 
age forsook him, and in spite cf the elicits 
or his brother and Miller to keep him stir— 
mg, he died in a short 
time. "Shallow" 
Cortwnght jumped in the birrelof whisky, 
and by blooping down covered himself 
with liquor up U) his chin. Iiinaldo Moser 
an i Haiti kept themselves alive by con­ 
tinual tramping up and down until day­ 
light. 
They were discovered and a boat 
sent out atter them. liinalJo. was only IT 
or 18 years old, was 
unconscious when 
the buat arrived. 
Ile was frozen stiff from 
hts feet to his waist, anil his face and ears 
were white with frost. 
Millet’s feet, hands, 
luce ana ears were Ire zori and were white 
at- snow. 
Cortnght’s ears were frozen off, 
and his face was m the same condition as 
those of his two com panies. 
The whisky 
had saved the other part of his body, but 
had made of it one great blister from his 
net k down, iiinaldo Muser recovered, but 
ta Ah of his legs were amputated at the thigh. 
The- i»iher tw o men survived their injuries, 
hut M iller was drow ned the next year. 
Col fright was burned to death several years 
afterw ard. 
iii:.dlio Moser Went-to live with the 
widow of his brother Jacob, who was a 
sister of Miller. She had two sons. They I 
were both drowned before reaching nian- 
hood. one in the Lehigh and the other in 
the Delaware. Uinaldo Muser supported 
himself 
and 
his 
sister-in-law 
lur 4D years by ferrying and fbhnig. 
His 
activity on his legless body was wonder- 
iul. 
He was known as the "Lehigh ferry­ 
man'’ until hit death, in 1876. 
There was 
feyqBore expert oarsmen than he. 
The 
death of the widow of Jacob Mcaer is re­ 
ported from below. 
She was in her 70th 
year. 
it is her death that called up these 
reminiscences of the lower Delaware, the 
singular fatality of the Moser family hav­ 
ing long been a subject of interest among 
the raftsman and others through the valley 
it is mentioned now, as a remarkable fact 
that tbs late M n. Moser’s father, aft well _ 
the father of 
her 
husband, were both 
drowned several years before the fearful1 
night that ma Jo her a widow.

My employment is that c l a carver od 
stone. Many years ago, soon atter I bad 
learned my business, the firm in whose 
employ I was undertook the erection ot a 
gentleman’s mansion, and I was sent to 
execute the ornamental work. The vil­ 
lage near to which the mansion was built 
was on the shore of an estuary of the bay 
of Morecambe, not far (rom a market town 
whose name I need not give. As my work 
would keep me from home several weeks a 
good lodging was a most desirable thing, 
but although I tried to get accommodation 
in a private house, I tailed, and was forct d 
to lodge in the village inn, the Lord Ad­ 
miral.

Another is a $G 
bill of continental currency dated 1775 and 
issued by the United Colonies. 
Another bit of money which is worth 
keeping is a Mexican silver dollar, which 
was one of the famous Gibbs* dollars.

ago Gibbs and other pirates got possession 
ot a Spanish brig, and after murdering the 
captain and mate, tookjcommand, and cap­ 
tured a large amount of these silver dol­ 
lars. They run the brig ashore on Long 
Island, and buried these silver dollars in 
the sand. Soon after the tide washed some 
of the silver out of its biding place, and 
much was found along the shore. One 
man picked up a bushel of these silver 
dollars, and others found or dug oat small­ 
er amounts. Great excitement was caus­ 
ed by the affair at the time. This piece 
of money was one of those which wasthu8 
found. 
A still older piece of silver is in Mr. Van 
Sicken’s possession, it being a foreign coin 
bearing the date of 1740.
